Washington, Feb. 24.—The president 


issued a proclamation convening the 
senate in special session at 12 o'clock 
noon on March 4 next, "to receive such 
communications as may be made by 
the executive." 


The measure providing a govern- 


ment for the Panama canal zone, 
which has just passed the senate, is a 
house bill. It was amended in several 
important respects 
by the senate, 


notably in eliminating the provision 
for abolishing the canal commission. 
The measure wi'" now go to conference 
if the amendments are not accepted by 
the house. The bill is temporary in 
character, its provisions expiring at 
the end of the first regular session of 
the next congress. It vests in the pres- 
ident authority to appoint a person or 
persons to govern the canal zone, and 
the president is given further authority 
to direct the manner of such control. 
Annual or more frequent reports from 
the governor of the zone and also from 
those in charge of the canal are pro- 
vided for, and, also estimates for appro- 
priations for all work on the canal, 
and it is provided that after the pres- 
ent fiscal year no money shall be ex- 
pended except by direct appropriation. 
All rentals and other income from the 
Panama railroad are to be credited to 
the treasury canal fund, and the presi- 
dent is authorized to deposit $1,300,000 
in "an American bank having a fiscal 
agent on the isthmus of Panama for 
the purpose of facilitating business.

There is a reason 
for all this. Stage

The success of those situations 
depends on the attention to detail, 
grouping, tableau, climax and all else 
that goes to make up the stage illu- 
sioii. Lines follow them as a matter 
of course; hence I say that comedy is 
the most serious business in the world.

revealed that the young 


man possessed a keen appreciation of 
humor.

If the 
soldiers of Russia and the men who 
are being dragged to the front to risk 
their lives and health, in a struggle in 
which they have no interest were r>er- 
mitted to vote they would declare for 
peace. It is apparently evident, how- 
ever, that the Czar and his foolish ad- 
visers will not be content until Kuro- 
patkin has fought another battle and 
the Russian fleet has tried conclusions 
with the Japanese. 
Perhaps 
after 


these events have taken place the Czar 
may J)e sorry that he didn't conclude 
to make peace at this time. 


Purity of Prepared Food. 


- Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, who aroused 
80 much discussion by his statement 
that 85 per cent of-all whisky sold in 
the United States was "doctored," now 
declares that treated with borax and 
boracic acid, food is detrimental to 
health. He has reached this conclu- 
sion after long continued investigation 
•with the aid of twelve young assist- 
ants, popularly known as his "poison 
squad." These men, inmates of the 
government boarding house, were fed 
alternately on untreated and preserved 
fo.ods, with results very strongly in fa- 
Tor of the food in its natural state. 
After eating chemically treated food 
for fifty days at a stretch the "squad" 
showed 
derangement 
of 
functions, 


causing flatulence, bleared eyes, con- 
tinuous dull headaches and incapacity 
for brain work. 


The department of agriculture. act- 


Ing upon the information just gained, 
has ordered that after Jan. 2 next all 
food products imported into the Unit- 
ed States -must show upon their labels 
what preservatives, if any, are used in 
their preparation other than the ac- 
cepted "cures"—salt, sugar, vinegar 
and wood smoke. The department does 
not contemplate the exclusion of chem- 
ically treated foods., but it insists that 
every one has the right to know what 
he is eating. 
If he likes preserved 


food It is no business of the govern- 
ment to restrain him from gratifying 
bis desires, but if he prefers his food 
uabeated he should be 
protected 


a'gainst having the 
doctored 
food 


'thrust upon him in disguise. 


The famous "embalmed beef Inquiry'' 


after the Spanish war brought to the 
attention of the public what had not 
been generally known—that borax in 
Its various forms was largely used ir 
the preservation of meats.

*ernoon Representative Kehoe of Ken 
tucky introduced a resolution in the 
House yesterday afternoon providing 
for an investigation 
of the tobacco 


trust. The resolution is sweeping'in 
its character. Kehoe's resolution di 
rects that the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor be requested "to invest! 
gate the cause of the low prices ol 
leaf tobacco in the United States, and 
especially in Kentucky, Ohio and Ten- 
nessee, and ascertain what has caused 
its falling off and at the same time 
the increase in the prices of manufac- 
tured tobacco." 


The resolution further provides that 


the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
shall ascertain whether "these condi 
tions have resulted from any contract 
in the form of a combine or consul 
acy in restraint of trade; also, wheth 
'er any corporation in purchasing leal 
tobacco, is practicing discrimination 
fh\ Ijoycott or - the "blacklist? also 
•whether any corporation 
has inter 


fered in preventing any growers of 
leaf tobacco or growers' 
association 


from engaging in handling, buying or 
selling leaf tobacco; also, to invest! 
gate the organization, capitalization 
'profits and management of the bus! 
ness of such, corporation, and to make 
an early report to the end that th~ 
information may be used by Congres 
as a basis of legislation or by the 
Department of Justice as a basis fo 
legal proceedings." 


Speaking of his resolution Mr. Ke 


hoe says: "The oil situation in Kan 
sas is no more acute or imnortan 
than the tobacco situation in Ken 
tucky, Ohio, and Tennessee.

The great benefit to humanity that has 
been done by this noble order during 
uhe forty-one years of it<= existence in 
he way of paying sick and funeral 
benefits, and the financial assistance 
t has rendered its members, is simply 
ncalculahle, to 
say nothing of the 


moral benefit to the order and the 
vorld, to the high standard of man- 
hood and living that it inculcates. 


Newark Lodge, No. 13, Knights of 


Pythias, as its number indicates, is 
one of the oldest lodges in the order.
